REPORT OF SCHOOL BOARD. 


We herewith submit our report of the Plymouth 
Public Schools for the fiscal year ending Feb. 15, 1916. 

The schools have been maintained at the usual 
standard and our work in relation to them has been 
the ordinary routine of providing teachers, text-books, 
supplies, etc. : 7 

It will be observed that the financial report is in a 
different form than in previous years. The present 
form is recommended and desired by the State Depart- 
ment of Public Instruction for use throughout the 
State. It will, we expect, be permanent and permit 
intelligent comparison from year to year, and with 
other districts. 

The extraordinary expenses have been larger than 
usual. The cost of cleaning, grading and seeding down 
the High School grounds and fixing the walks, of 
remodeling a room for the domestic arts classes, and 
providing equipment for the same, and of other unusual 
items amounted to a substantial sum. We have shingled 
the Livermore and the Sargent school houses and made 
such minor repairs to all the buildings as seemed 
necessary. Owing to lack of pupils in that section, the 
Sargent school has been unoccupied for some years but, 
of course, the building must be kept weather tight. 

The new High School bonds authorized at the last 
annual meeting, also the Model School bonds on hand a 
year ago, have been sold and the proceeds used to pay 
the notes of the district. Thirty-five hundred dollars 
of bonds matured January first, and have been paid. 

The debt of the district is now funded so that ap- 
proximately the same amount of money will be re- 
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quired each year for payment of principal and interest 
until the last bonds mature; that is to say, as the debt 
grows smaller the annual principal.payment (amount 
of maturing bonds) increases to offset the reduction in 
the interest charges. 

The recommendation below for the appropriation 
for support of schools in addition to the amount requir- 
ed by law has been made in detail. In our judgment the 
several amounts are approximately correct but it may 
be necessary to transfer unexpended balances of any 
items to meet deficiencies in others. We believe the 
total amount is sufficient.

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WATER COMMISSIONERS’ REPORT. 


The new work of the past year consisted of com- 
pleting the laying of a six inch pipe on Wentworth 
street, the installing of ten new meters and the drilling 
of an Artesian well authorized by the precinct. The 
Artesian well is 428 feet deep. Water comes to within 
12 feet of the top. An all day pumping test was made 
with a pipe down 162 feet, maintaining a constant flow 
of from 45 to 60 gallons a minute, lowering the well 
only 70 feet. This seems to be remarkable, consider- 
ing the fact that water does not enter the well until 
a depth of about 325 feet. Experts maintain that by 
putting a pipe down 250 feet, a flow of one hundred or 
more gallons a minute could be pumped. The fall 
from the top of the Artesian well to the top of the 
overfiow at the reservoir is 4414 feet. In view of this 
fact it seemed plausible to attempt syphonage. A ditch 
is being dug and pipe laid to test its feasibility, and we 
hope at the precinct meeting to give more definite in- 
formation. At the present time all of the active and 
large consumers of water are metered.
